LANSING, .Mich., April * 27.—Formal 
notice of the proposed reorganization 
of' the Ford Motor Company and other 
interests of its stockholders was filed 
today. with the. Secretary of State. The 
papers indicated that the automobile and 
tractor bdisinesses will be -consolidated 
and reincorporated as a $100,000,000 
Delaware corporation. 

The corporate powers of the i new com- 
pany will permit it to manufacture air- 
craft, internal combustion locomotives 
and railroad cars and to continue the 
automobile, truck and tractor business 
now conducted separately. 

The capital stock, it is understood, 
will-be held by Henry Ford, Edsel B. 
Ford and Mrs. Henry Ford. 
Incorporation is to be under Delaware 
laws .because: the Michigan atatutes do

SENATORS ASK CURB 
ON PRIGES OF SUGAR 


Several Demand ‘Action to Re- 
lieve Shortage and to Prose- — 
cute Any Profiteers, ; 








PARLEYSWITH REFINERSEND 





No Announcement on Results of 
"Conference with Officials 
Given Out. 





WASHINGTON, April 27. — Confer- 
ences between sugar refiners and De- 
Pattment. of Justice’ officials on sugar 
prices and supplies ended suddenly to- 
day after a brief session. No statetient 
was made as to what transpired, but it 
was understood the department might 
call, the refiners’ representatives to- 
gether again in a few days. 

Howard Figg, assistant to the Attor- 
ney General, and in charge of the high 
cost of living campaign, has before him 
statements of the refiners, but their con- 


seid the department would probably 
make known its views on the whole 
sugar situation soon. This statement, 
however, was not confirmed by Mr. 
Figg, who said he desired to give more 
study to the questions discussed at the 
conference. 

Demands that the Government take im- 
Mediate action to relieve the sugar 
shortage and prosecute profiteers were 
made today in the Senate. 

Senator Owen, Democrat, of Oklahoma, 
declared an Oklahoma wholesale mer- 
chant had written ‘him that “ outside 
speculators are deliberately buying up 
and hoarding sugar.’’ 

Senator Swanson, Democrat, of Vir- 
ginia, said that the situation was ‘‘ se- 
rious,’’ and that either Congress or some 
Governmental department should take 
‘gome strenuous ‘action and see that 
the situation is improved.” He recom- 
mended that the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee investigate the situation with a 
view to recommending * some way to 
get rid of this difficulty.’ 

Senator Smoot, —— of Utah, 
declared the Government should have 
purchased the. present Cuban sugar cro: 
as refiners have paid as high as 1 
cents a pound for taw Cuban sugar. He 
praised the beet sugar growers in this 
country, declaring that 53 per cent. of 
the beet crop had been sold at 10% cents 
a pound. He advised Senators to report 
eases of alleged profiteering to the At- 
torney General. 

Blaming speculatign for the high price 
of sugar, Representative Howard, Demo- 
crat, Oklahoma,: announced that he 
would introduce a bill.in the next few 
days designed to curb all speculators.

THE COAL TRUST DECISION. 

By four to three the Supreme Court 
éecided*that the combination ‘of the 
Reading Coal and Railway Companies 
auet be dissolved, The judgment of 
the majority rests ; upon ‘considéra- 
tions siinilar to those in: the Northern 
Securities case. That holding com- 
pany. was dissolved, it will be rémem- 
bered, not bécauge of any wrongful 
ants done, but because of the possibil- 
ity of the wrongful use’ of power, al- 
though the conspirators werg: known 
as the world’s’ greatest ‘promoters of 
railway transportation and of trade. 
Th the case of the Reading combina- 
tien, also, the power is condemned, 
not ‘the use-of it:

All the leading candidates having 
,| agreed that Wiit H. Hares shall con- 
tinue as Chairman of the Republican 
National Committee after the conven- 
tion, the matter is settled, and his 
election becomes a nitre matter of 
form; no matter who is nominated. 
Nominally the National Committee 
elects its own Chairman; but in reality 
the candidate appoints him. Any 
other course would be out of the ques- 
tion. No candidate could be expected 
to have at his elbow a Chairman un- 
sympathetic with him, and in -the in- 
terest of putting the party’s best foot 
foremost it is always desirable that 
the candidate should have as his man- 
ager some one whom he has chosen 
himself.

THE CAMPAIGN OF IDEAS. 

The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States proposes to combat in- 
dustrial unrest, social discontent and 
ignorant radicalism with ideas. It 
cannot be done effectively by physical 
force, an argument that leaves wounds 
which never heal. The duty of citi- 
zenship is to fight bad ideas with good 
ideas. Unfortunately, the inclination 
of many Americans who have had the 
advantage of education and opportu- 
nity, and who fought bravely to save 
civilization in the great war, is to shun 
the post-armistice batfle to make their. 
victory decisive? Civilization was only 
half won on the fields of France. Its 
enemies have ever since been striving 
to undermine and destroy it with a 
propaganda as dangerous as poison 
gas. No glory and no service stripes 
are to be won in the ugly civil strife, 
but the duty of every good American 
is to play his part in ft. If he does 
not volunteer he should be drafted. 
It was not so difficult to turn the tide 
of battle in France. It is going to be 
a hard campaign: to save American 
institutions from the enemy. within. 
There should ‘be no discharge in this 
war, which is to be won by ideas, not 
by brute fore 

The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. will put into the field 
the first line troops and reserves of 
1,300 trade and commercial organiza- 
tions, They will be well supplied with 
ammunition in the fofm of facts, logic 
and the lessons of experience. They 
will attack the strongholds of ig- 
norance and fanaticism everywhere. 
Fundamental economics are to be 
talkea from thousands of platforms. 
The American system of government 
is to be explained and illustrated in 
such a way as to silence defamers. 
The trail of the demagogue is to be 
followed and his lies are to be nailed. 
Enemies of the Government will be 
confronted and exposed wherever en- 
countered. No rascal will be allowed 


to escape from public condemnation |- 


and contempt. 

‘‘ Ideas,” {ft has béén said, ** go 
‘*pooming through the world louder 
‘* than cannon. Thoughts are mightier 
‘* than armies.’’ But they, must be

Born 100 Years Ago Yesterday.

One hundred years ago Tuesday— 
April 27, 1820—Herbert Spencer was 
born.\ The . nineteenth century was 
prolific of great men, yet in sheer in- 
tellectual power Spencer stands alone.

Trustees. of St. John Cathedral 
Plan to Begin Building on ._ 
April 1, 1921. 








EXPECT TO RAISE $6,000,000 





Will Need $2,000,000 for Endow- 
ment—Spending $500,000 a Year 
on Entire Structure. 





At a meeting of the Trustees of the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine yes- 
terday in the office of Bishop Burch, 
President of the board, arrangements 
were made for cutting the granite which 
is to be used in the building of the nave 
of the cathedral. This will come from 
quarries near Peekskill, N. Y., owned 
by the Lake Mohegan Granite Company. 
The work of building the nave, accord- 
ing to the action yesterday, will begin 
on April 1 next. The nave proper will 
cost $4,000,000. Coincident with raising 


this sum $2,000,000 ‘must be raised for 
endowment, ag the rule of the cathedral 
corporation is that the endowment fund 
must be kept up to a good percentage 
of the advancement in building. 

*““We are going ahead and spend at 
the rate of $500,000 a year,’ Bishop 
Burch said yesterday. ‘‘ We have a 
goodly sum of money on hand. The 
nave when completed will represent 
$6,000,000, of which $4,000,000. will be in 
stone and mortar and $2,000,000 in en- 
dowment,’’ 

The nave will be 170 feet above the 
floor, 125 feet from transcept to trans- 
cept, and a little more than 200 feet 
long. It will be the third largest cathe- 
dral in the world, and the whole struc- 
ture will represent more than $10,000,- 
000. 

The stone to be used in the nave is 
known as golden granite. It is of light 
buff and will match that in #&he 
manent part of the choirs and crossing, 
which with the seven chapels of the 
tongues is all of the cathedral so far 
erected, except the foundation of the 
nave.
